The civil service board then cer­ 
tifies the three top can d id ates tak­ 
in g the test, an d the Con gressman 
makes his recommen d ation to the 
presid en t.

WASHINGTON.—The American embassy in 
Mo scow has cabled that a giant So viet bureau 
hes been set up to find oil fo r the Russian war 
machine 
Oil fields in the Russian Caucasus have started 
to run dry. and the Russian general staff is 
frantically trying to develo p new so urces. This 
is o ne o f the mo st impo rtant develo pments in 
the cold war because, witho ut oil, the Russian 
w ar machine wo uld be parals^ed. 
As a result, Mo lo to v has rushed hundreds of 
Russian geo lo gists to Sinkiang pro vince in Co m­ 
munist China to look fo r o il, and has o rdered 
urgent prio rities fo r drilling in Kirghizia, in 
central Asia and o n Sakhalin island. 
Britiah Dtplbmaey Bo o merangs 
U.S. Ambassado r Do uglas In Lo ndo n has ca­ 
bled the sensatio nal tho ugh co nfidential news 
that the British may cancel their reco gnitio n 
o f the Chinese Co mmunists. 
Fo reign Minister Bcvin, he says, is burned 
up because three mo nths have passed and the 
Chinese Co mmunists haven’t even bo thered to 
ackno wledge Britain’s anno uncement o f reco g­ 
nitio n. 
That anno uncement is no w co nsidered o ne of 
Britain’s wo rst diplo matic bo ners, causing her to 
lo se prestige thro ugho ut the wo rld. Furthermo re, 
instead o f making it easier to pro tect Britain’s 
$2,000,000,000 investment in Ho ng Ko ng, it has 
boomerang^ed. The Chtneae Co mmunists have let 
it be kno wn that, befo re even accepting British 
reco gnitio n, they want to reo pen the Sino -British 
treaty which gave Ho ng Ko ng to Britain.

The public do esn’t realize it, but absenteeism 
has no w beco ma a co ngressio nal racket in Co n­ 
gress. To o many Co ngressmen, especially fro m 
eastern states, apend their time week-ending 
Instead o f earning their $15,000-a-year salaries 
in Washingto n. 
The practice has beco me so flagrant that cer­ 
tain big lo bbiea have arranged to have crucial 
vo tee taken o n week-ends to take advantage 
o f the absence o f these **homing ^ e o ns . ” Re­ 
cently, fo r instance, Speak« * Sam Rayburn and 
his friends in the gas lo bby carefully scheduled 
the K err gas bill vo te o n a Friday night because 
its big-city fo es were week-ending in New Yo rk 
end Chicago . 
As a result, the natural gas lo bby squeezed 
its biU thro ugh the Ho use by a clo se vo te of 
17 6 to 17 4, thereby sure to raise gas rates to 
ho usewives in the same big cities where the 
Co ngressmen were week-ending. 
The practice has beco me so bad that the 
M erry-Go -Ro und plans to ex po se the wo rst o f­ 
fenders. First, let’s call the ro ll o f tho se who 
do n’t answ « ro ll calls amo ng the Ho use Re­ 
publicans: 
The ‘’ I T and T” Club 
Mo st no ted members o f the *T T and T” club 
(in Tuesday and o ut Thursday) are staunch 
Republican Representatives Kingshead Macy o f 
Lo ng Island and F red« ic Co udert o f New Yo rk 
City. Out o f a to tal o f 342 quo rum and ro ll 
calls in thli Co ngress, Macy has missed 208 
and C o ud« t 202. In o ther wo rds, these two 
Co ngressmen were absent almo st 60 per cent 
o f the time. 
Representative Dean Taylo r o f Tro y, ano ther 
New Yo rk Republican, has the dubio us distinc­ 
tio n o f being third o n the list o f GOP “ho o key 
players.’* He missed a to tal o f 19 0 o ut o f 342 
quo rum and ro ll calls. Co ngressman Charles 
Plumley of Vermo nt is clo se behind, with 17 1 
misses, while Richard Ho ffman o f Berwyn, Il­ 
lino is, was absent 168 times o ut of 342. 
The remainder o f the 25 Ho use Republicans 
with the wo rst attendance reco rds in Co ngress 
are:

Bipartuan Group Might 
Probe Without Politic«

Senato r Lo dge thinks the Senate’s current in­ 
quiry into alleged Co mmunists in the State De­ 
partm ent is a po o r way to pro mo te lo yalty amo ng 
go vernment wo rkers. He pro po sed that a bi­ 
partisan co mmissio n be selected to take o ver 
the investigatio n. 
Acco rding to Lo dge, the pro be inspired by 
Senato r McCarthy is do ing mo re harm than good 
as no w co nducted. Any Inquiry o n such a pat­ 
tern, he said, besmirches inno cent peo ple, weak­ 
ens the natio n’s standing befo re the wo rld, fails 
to turn up the really dangero us individuals and 
may actually make their jo b easier by putting 
the spo tlight o n o thers. 
This isn’t the first time a private co mmissio n 
has been suggested to take o ver investigatio ns 
begun by Co ngress. 
Similar pro po sals were 
made during the last year’s pro bes of ato mic 
energy security and the B-36 bo mber pro cure­ 
ment pro gram. 
This idea keeps cro pping up because many 
fair-minded p« so ns in and o ut o f Co ngress 
deplo re the fact that these inquiries seem in­ 
evitably to 
degenerate 
into 
bitter 
partisan 
squabbles in which truth gets lo st in the shuffle. 
The po wer o f Co ngress to investigate is o ne 
o f its mo st vital functio ns. Obvio usly laws can’t 
be wisely drawn witho ut a solid factual fo o ting. 
Yet this po w « is perhaps the mo st abused 
o f all tho se enjo yed by the lawmakers. Too 
o ften the partisan members o f co ngressio nal 
co mmittees set o ut in pursuit, no t o f all the 
evidence, but o f just tho se facts that wlU sup­ 
po rt the co nclusio ns they have reached in ad­ 
vance. 
Po litics being what it is, perhaps this is un­ 
avo idable. If it is, then severe limits o bvio usly 
must be placed o n the value o f co ngressio nal 
inquiries. 
In that event, then there indeed seems to be 
wisdo m in these repeated calls fo r Independent, 
private co mmissio ns to study s« io us issues 
which plainly are difficult to thresh o ut in the 
ro ugh and tumble o f the po litical arena. 
As Lo dge’s co lleagues already have po inted 
o ut, it’s undo ubtedly to o late to shift the present 
pro be fro m Co ngress to an o utside gro up but 
the nex t time it’s necessary to dig into a pro b­ 
lem as grave and as lo aded with po litical dyna­ 
mite as State Department security, the com­ 
missio n idea o ught to be tried. 
So me Euro pean defense ex perts think the 
United States o ught to have virtually a perma­ 
nent garriso n o f ti|pps statio ned in Western 
Euro pe. Acco rding to this pro po sal, o ur so ldiers 
wo uld be based fo r many years in Germany o r 
France, o r perhaps bo th co untries. 
The idea is said to be that American tro o ps 
wo uld pro vide leader^ip fo r Euro pe’s defense 
fo rces and also wo uld tend to calm French nerves 
in event the Germans take part in the western 
powers* defense arrangements. 
Almo st certainly there’s ano ther unspo ken 
reaso n why this suggestio n is being made. West- 
« n Euro peans find themselves unable to fo rget 
this co untry’s iso latio nist past. Despite the re­ 
co very pro gram, the No rth Atlantic Treaty, fo r­ 
eign arms aid and the pro po sed “Po int Fo ur” 
plan fo r develo pment o f backward areas, Euro pe 
always has a lurking fear that we will again 
draw back into o ur shell. 
The presence o f U. S. tro o ps on Euro pean soil 
wo uld be the stro ngest po ssible assurance that 
we wo uld be invo lved in any new co nflict that 
might get started there. Any assault by the 
So viet Unio n upo n Western Germany o r France 
wo uld mean an attack on American so ldiers. 
They wo uld fight back, and so wo uld the rest 
o f us. 
Co nsequently the U. S. unifo rm in Euro pe is 
a greater co mfo rt to skeptical Euro peans than 
this co untry’s signature o n any number of fo r­ 
mal defense pacts. Alliances can be repudiated 
o r igno red, but a natio n seldo m abando ns its 
o utpo st fo rces to any enemy witho ut a fight. 
Yet even if Euro pe believed American iso la­ 
tio nism quite dead and that o ur participatio n 
in a co mmo n defense was assured no m att« 
where o ur so ldiers were statio ned, its statesmen 
undo ubtedly wo uld still look to us fo r military 
leadership. 
Euro pe has no lack o f m anpo w « to po ur 
into defense units. But Britain, France, Italy 
and the smaller natio ns no lo nger have the 
eco no mic and financial reso urces to suppo rt 
huge land armies in the field. They are all hard 
put to keep on their feet witho ut such ex pendi­ 
tures. The very limited go al o f 36 Atlantic Pact 
divisio ns by 1955 will be difficult to attain. 
With Euro pe clearly lo o king to the U. S. fo r 
the eco no mic sinews needed to beef up its de­ 
fense fo rces, it is perhaps o nly natural that it 
turn to us also fo r the leadership tho se units 
require. 
Whether we like it o r no t, the brutal facts 
o f the po stwar era have cast this co untry as 
the leader o f the free natio ns bo th In the diplo ­ 
matic sphere and In the realm o f military de­ 
fense. It do es no t seem likely we shall be able 
to escape playing this ro le to the h ilt

A—Beer and wine co ntain al­ 
cohol and a small child is sus­ 
ceptible to even small quantities 
of alcohol.

Q _W hat is malignant hyper­ 
tensio n and what are the symp­ 
toms? 
A. W. R. 
A— Malignant hypertensio n is 
a term used to describe a serio us 
and rapidly pro gressive fo rm of 


high blood pressure. The cause is 
no t yet kno wn. 
The sympto ms 
vary but severe headache is one 
of the common early signs. 


Q—Does the change of life have 
to start at 40? 
Co uld it begin in

eral health seem to do away with 
the ex tra systoles. 


Q—Is it necessary to have an 
o peratio n fo r a hydro cele which 
does no t pro duce any pain o r o ther 
sympto ms? 
E- C. L. 
A—Elach co nditio n of this so rt 
has to be judged individually. 
There has been some wo rk do ne 
with the treatment of hydro celes 
by means of injecting sclero sing 
so lutio ns which cause an inflam­ 
matio n in the sac and the devel­ 
o pment o f scar tissue.

But Chairman McMahon of the 
joint atomic committee blocked 
the resolution by filing a motion 
to reconsider. The effect is to hold 
up the resolution until the Senate 
can decide later what to do with it.

Charges Some 
Republicans 
Show Selfishness

PRINCETON, N.J., April 14— 


(#>)—Thomas E. Dewey put him- 
self on the far side of the fence 
today away from any of the Re- 
publican party's super-conserva- 
tive side. 


The New York governor said 


his party's record already had 
been 
blemished 
by 
individuals 


whom he accused of hiding selfish 
motives behind a constant clamor 
for "free enterprise." 


Dewey, who foresook the role 


of a defeated presidential candi- 
date for that of a Republican elder 
statesman, concluded his Prince- 
ton University lecture series last 
night with some annoyed reproof 
of the "free enterprise" pleaders 


Dewey 
said 
the Republicans 


made up the party of individual 
freedom as opposed to the Demo- 
cratic party of big government 
But he said the cause of indi- 
vidual freedom had not always 
been 
supported 
unselfishly 
by 


some 
Republicans. 


Thinking; of Own Interests 
"When such men have shouted 


about 'free enterprises' they have 
not meant 'free enterprise' at all 
—they have been thinking of their 
own narrow interests," the titular 
head of the Republican party told 
a university audience of some 
1,000. 


"From time to time, individual, 


unrepresentative members of my 
party, seldom holding public of- 
fice, have presumed to regard the 
rights of labor as inferior to the 
i ights ot property," Dewey said. 


But he insisted that "no Re- 


publican president — from Abra- 
ham Lincoln to Herbert Hoover— 
ever endorsed so reactionary a 
position.'1 He said the GOP could 
boast today of a long tradition of 
suppoit of the rights of free labor. 


Dewey's talk was scheduled as 


an academic analysis of the do- 
mestic policies of the country's 
two major political parties, and 
he was as luthless with his own 
as he was with the opposition. 


The Difference 
He said the choice was between 


Ihe Democratic1 paity of big gov 
eminent and the Republican \\ a 
of local rule and individual free 
dom "Naturally," he said, "I pre 
for the Republican approach." 


Dewey said the Democrats ha<

Basically, he said, it wa 
because they believed that onlj 
the federal government could solv< 
Ihe peoples' problems and only 
with federal funds, federal per- 
sonnel and federal controls.

Balanced 
Plan May 
Change 


To Meet Defense 
Needs of North 
Atlantic, Opinion 
Of Gen. Bradley 


CHICAGO, April 14—(IP) 


—Gen. Omar Bradley said 
today the United Stales may 
have to drop its theory of 
a balanced Army, Navy and 
Air Force to meet the de- 
fense needs of the North At- 
lantic area. 


The chairman of the U. S. .ioint 


chiols of staff indicated that the 
army might come off third best 
under such an arrangement. He 
also observed 
that by placing 


American defense plans second to 
those of the whole western world 
"a small bit of sovereignty is re- 
linquished." 


It would be well worth while, 


he said. 


In an address prepared for the 


executive club, the former chief 
o* staff of the army reviewed the 
accomplishments of the recent 
Hague conference of Atlantic Pact 
defense chiefs. 


Significant Suggestion 
A spokesman for a small na- 


tion, Bradley said, first raised the 
question of sovereignty, and thus 
made "the most significant sug- 
gestion" of the conference. 
He 


didn't identify the nation. 


Bradley said the suggestion in- 


volved the possibility of a central 
body within the framework of 
the Atlantic treaty, to call signals 
on the "rate and extent" by which 
the armed forces of each mem- 
ber nation must be expanded. He 
didn't say what action was taken 
on the proposal, but commented: 


"Just as the spokesman for that 


small nation indicated, as these 
defensive plans develop, traditions 
will have to give way to reality. 


"And even, our own balance of 


United States Forces—if we ex- 
pand beyond the present levels— 
may have to give way to the 
theory of national specialization, 
which will fit into an overall bal- 
ance for collective defense. 


Might Require More Strength 
"For example, the North At- 


lantic 
Treaty 
defensive 
plans 


might require from us a greater 
air force, or a greater navy, than 
we ourselves might be willing to 
provide.

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• The Washington Merry-Go-Round 
Oil For Lamps of 
China to Run Low 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON.—The American embassy in 


Moscow has cabled that a giant Soviet bureau 
has been set up to iind oil for the Russian war 
machine 


Oil fields in the Russian Caucasus have started 


to run dry, and the Russian general staff is 
frantically trying to develop new sources. This 
is one of the most important developments in 
the cold war because, without oil, the Russian 
war machine would be paralyzed. 


As a result, Molotov has rushed hundreds of 


Russian geologists to Sinkiang province in Com- 
munist China to look for oil, and has ordered 
urgent priorities for drilling in Kirghizia, in 
central Asia and on Sakhalin island. 
British Diplomacy Boomerangs 
U.S. Ambassador Douglas in London has ca- 


bled the sensational though confidential news 
that the British may cancel their recognition 
of the Chinese Communists. 


Foreign Minister Bevin, he says, is burned 


up because three months have passed and the 
Chinese Communists haven't even bothered to 
acknowledge Britain's announcement of recog- 
nition. 


That announcement is now considered one of 


Britain's worst diplomatic boners, causing her to 
lose prestige throughout the world. Furthermore, 
instead of making it easier to protect Britain's 
$2,000,000,000 investment in Hong Kong, it has 
boomeranged. The Chinese Communists have let 
it be known that, before even accepting British 
recognition, they want to reopen the Sino-British 
treaty which gave Hong Kong to Britain. They 
also demand British support for a seat on the 
TI.N. Security Council. 


Congressmen Play Hookey 
One measure of a Congressman's worth to 


his constituents is the number of times he sticks 
around to vote. 


The public doesn't realize it, but absenteeism 


has now become a congressional racket in Con- 
gress. Too many Congressmen, especially from 
eastern states, spend their time week-ending 
instead of earning their $15,000-a-year salaries 
in Washington. 


The practice has become so flagrant that cer- 


tain big lobbies have arranged to have crucial 
votes taken on week-ends to take advantage 
of the absence of these "homing "pigeons." Re- 
cently, for instance, Speaker Sam Rayburn and 
his friends in the gas lobby carefully scheduled 
the Kerr gas bill vote on a Friday night because 
its big-city foes were week-ending in New York 
and Chicago. 


As a result, the natural gas lobby squeezed 


its bill through the House by a close vote of 
176 to 174, thereby sure to raise gas rates to 
housewives in the same big cities where the 
Congressmen were week-ending. 


The practice has become so bad that the 


Merry-Go-Round plans to expose the worst of- 
fenders. First, tet's call the roll of those who 
don't answer roll calls among the House Re- 
publicans: 


The " I T and T" Club 
Most noted members of the "I T and T" club 


(in Tuesday and out Thursday) are staunch 
Republican Representatives Kingshead Macy of 
Long Island and Frederic Coudert of New York 
City. Out of a total of 342 quorum and roll 
calls in this Congress, Macy has missed 203 
and Coudert 202. In other words, these two 
Congressmen were absent almost 60 per cent 
of the time. 


Representative Dean Taylor of Troy, another 


New York Republican, has the dubious distinc- 
tion of being third on the list of GOP "hookey 
players." He missed a total of 190 out of 342 
quorum and roll calls. Congressman Charles 
Plumley of Vermont is close behind, with 171 
misses, while Richard Hoffman of Berwyn, Il- 
linois, was absent 168 times out of 342.

Bipartisan Croup Might 
Probe Without Politics 


By Bruce Biossat 


Senator Lodge thinks the Senate's current in- 


quiry into alleged Communists in the State De- 
partment is a poor way to promote loyalty among 
government workers. He proposed that a bi- 
partisan commission be selected to take over 
the investigation. 


According to Lodge, the probe inspired by 


Senator McCarthy is doing more harm than good 
as now conducted. Any inquiry on such a pat- 
tern, he said, besmirches innocent people, weak- 
ens the nation's standing before the world, fails 
to turn up the really dangerous individuals and 
may actually make their job easier by putting 
the spotlight on others. 


This isn't the first time a private commission 


has been suggested to take over investigations 
begun by Congress. 
Similar proposals were 


made during the last year's probes of atomic 
energy security and the B-36 bomber procure- 
ment program. 


This Idea keeps cropping up because many 


fair-minded persons in and out of Congress 
deplore the fact that these inquiries seem in- 
evitably to degenerate into bitter 
partisan 


squabbles in which truth gets lost in the shuffle. 


The power of Congress to investigate is one 


of its most vital functions. Obviously laws can't 
be wisely drawn without a solid factual footing. 


Yet this power is perhaps the most abused 


of all those enjoyed by the lawmakers. Too 
often the partisan members of congressional 
committees set out in pursuit, not of all the 
evidence, but of just those facts that will sup- 
port the conclusions they have reached in ad- 
vance. 


Politics being what it is, perhaps this is un- 


avoidable. H it is, then severe limits obviously 
must be placed on the value of congressional 
inquiries. 


In that event, then there indeed seems to be 


wisdom in these repeated calls for independent, 
private commissions to study serious issues 
which plainly are difficult to thresh out in the 
rough and tumble of the political arena. 


As Lodge's colleagues already have pointed 


out, it's undoubtedly too late to shift the present 
probe from Congress to an outside group but 
the next time it's necessary to dig into a prob- 
lem as grave and as loaded with political dyna- 
mite as State Department security, the com- 
mission idea ought to be tried. 


Some European defense experts think the 


United States ought to have virtually a perma- 
nent garrison of troops stationed in Western 
Europe. According to this proposal, our soldiers 
would be based for many years in Germany or 
France, or perhaps both countries. 


The idea is said to be that American troops 


would provide leadership for Europe's defense 
forces and also would tend to calm French nerves 
in event the Germans take part in the western 
powers' defense arrangements. 


Almost certainly there's another unspoken 


reason why this suggestion is being made. West- 
ern Europeans find themselves unable to Corget 
this country's isolationist past. Despite the re- 
covery program, the North Atlantic Treaty, for- 
eign arms aid and the proposed "Point Four" 
plan for development of backward areas, Europe 
always has a lurking fear that we will again 
draw back into our shell, 


The presence of U. S. troops on European soil 


would be the strongest possible assurance that 
we would be involved in any new conflict that 
might get started there. Any assault by the 
Soviet Union upon Western Germany or France 
would mean an attack on American soldiers. 
They would fight back, and so would the rest 
of us. 


Consequently the XJ. S. uniform in Europe is 


a greater comfort to skeptical Europeans than 
this country's signature on any number of for- 
mal defense pacts. Alliances can be repudiated 
or ignored, but a nation seldom abandons its 
outpost forces to any enemy without a fight. 


Yet even if Europe believed American isola- 


tionism quite dead and that our participation 
in a common defense was assured no matter 
where otir soldiers were stationed, its statesmen 
undoubtedly would still look to us for military 
leadership. 


Europe has no lack of manpower to pour 


into defense units. But Britain, France, Italy 
and the smaller nations no longer have the 
economic and financial resources to support 
huge land armies in the field. They are all hard 
put to keep on their feet without such expendi- 
tures. The very limited goal of 36 Atlantic Pact 
divisions by 1955 will be difficult to attain. 


With Europe clearly looking to the U. S. for 


the economic sinews needed to beef up its de- 
fense forces, it is perhaps only natural that it 
turn to us also for the leadership those units 
require. 


Whether we like it or not, the brutal facts 


of the postwar era have cast this country as 
the leader of the free nations both in the diplo- 
matic sphere and in the realm of military de- 
fense. It does not seem likely we shall be able 
to escape playing this role to the hilt. 


Call For a Relief Man 


If the betting fraternity has the right hunch, 


the name of Joseph McCarthy will be much 
in the headlines all through the spring and 
summer. 


But fortunately for the average American, 


whose capacity for boredom is surely not un- 
limited, it will probably not 'be Sen. Joseph 
McCarthy of Wisconsin. Luck good and the New 
York Yankees willing, it will be old Marse Joe, 
manager of the high-stepping Boston Red Sox.

ceptible to even small quantities 
of alcohol. Instead of discourag- 
ing him from drinking when he 
grows up, the chances are that 
the opposite will be true. Don't 
do it.

tension and what are the symp- 
toms?

A— Malignant hypertension is 


a term used to describe a serious 
and rapidly progressive form of 


high blood pressure. The cause is 
not yet known. 
The symptoms 


vary but severe headache is one 
of the common early signs.

Could it begin in 
a woman who has had an opera- 
tion in the middle 30's?

"In my opinion business has 


shirked its social responsibility. 
That is why it has very little voice 
in government today. It has mis- 
used its power. 


"And it can return to political 


power only by recognizing 
the 


trend to social responsibility in- 
stead of opposing it." 
Talks Like Union President 
Cramer, a husky, 
dark-haired 


man of 45, wryly admits he talks 
"more like a union president than 
the average banker." But he says 
the big trouble with many busi- 
nessmen is they wait for a union 
to put pressure on them to do 
things for then 
employes they 


should do themselves. 


"This is a free country, and 


smart employers ought to com- 
pete with each other to see who 
can do the most for the comfort 
and welfare of their employes. 


"And don't get me wrong I'm 


an active Republican and a com- 
plete believer in the personal en- 
terprise system." 


Cramer has had a typical Ho- 


ratio Alger career himself. One of 
nine children of an 
Arkansas 


farmer, he labored as a cotton 
picker, harvest hand, lumberjack, 
bauxite miner and served a hitch 
in the XI. S. Marines before com- 
ing here. He worked up from 
bank messenger 
to his present 


post as head of the Washington 
Heights Tederai Savings and Loan 
Association. He is also vice-presi- 
dent of the New York State Sav- 
ings and Loan League. 


Should Be Human Being 
"It isn't my belief that a man 


should make as much money as 
he can at other people's expense," 
he said. "He can actually make 
more by being a human 
being 


and getting as much as he can for 
the people around him. 


"That is my philosophy and it 


has paid off for me." 


He himself has been "a sort of 


missionary" in preaching busi-

Evil tongues make enemies of neighbor;;, dis- 


rupt homes and families, blight careers, ruin rep- 
utations. One might be inclined to smile tolerant- 
ly over the picture of two women sweetening their 
tea with scandal.

There is a French proverb which says: "A

Hours With the

During some weeks to come 


many Sunday 
schools 
will be 


studying lessons drawn from the 
so-called "Minor Prophets" of the 
Old Testament. The comment of- 
fered 
in these columns is not 


based upon any other comment or 
outlines, but is based upon the 
prophecies themselves, and is de- 
signed to present the times and 
conditions under which these pro- 
phecies were delivered, in such a 
way as to make their message 
intelligible and applicable to the 
life of today. 


At the outset one should settle 


the matter of "Major" and "Mi- 
nor" prophets. 
The 
12 Minor 


prophecies are brief in compari- 
son with the extensive prophecies 
of Isaiah, Jeremiah and Ezekiel 
but they are not minor in the 
sense of any moral or spiritual 
inferiority. 


On the contrary many passages 


in these so-called "Minor Pro- 
phets" tepmscnt the very highest 
point of Old Testament teadi- 
mg concerning God and rrun. In 
Micah, for instance, is that con- 
contra ted and famous definition of 
true religion: "What doth the Lord 
itrjuire of tnce, but to do justly. 
und to love mercy, and to walk 
humbly with thy Cod?

Buggc'tit, alho, that they were minor 
in the sense of actually being 


later in time. But this is not the 
case. 
Hosea

corded, and others were either 
contemporary with, or in between, 
the greater prophets. 


Most studies of the prophets be- 


gin 
with Amos, though 
Hosea 


prophesied in the same Northern 
Kingdom, and was probably onlyj! 
a few years later than Amos, 


In the study of the prophets on 


must understand the significant 
of those words, Northern Kingdom 
and Sothcrn Kingdom. They re 
fcr to the tragic disruption tha 
occurred when Rehob'oam, Solo 
men's son, inheriting a great, con 
solidated kingdom, and refused t 
lighten the burdens which Solo 
mon's great ouilding enterprise 
had put upon the people. It wa 
at this time, also, that Jeroboam 
who had led a previous unsuccess 
tu] rebellion and escaped to Egypt 
now returned and led a successfu 
revolt. 


In 
this revolt, 10 tribes re 


nounced Rehoboam and the South 
ern Kingdom of Judah, to estab 
lish the Northern Kingdom of Is 
rael 
Henceforth, until the tragi 


fall of both kingdoms, there wer 
Kings of Judah and Kings of Is 
rael, and prophets of Judah an 
prophets of Israel. 


That is the first great fact o 


the times that one must grasp— 
division and strife preparing th 
way for disaster; but there wer 
other disastrous conditions, as w 
shall see.

-Two 
committees of Congress 


rowed today over the task of mob- 
ilizing the nation's civil defenses 
against an atomic world war III 


Both agreed the job is immense 


and urgent. Both claimed the right 
o control it, 


The jurisdictional dispute broke 


out between the joint Senate- 
louse Atomic committee and a 
Senate armed services 
subcom- 


mittee. 


It came to light in a hitherto 


"confidential report" by chairman 
Kefauver (D-Tenn) and Senator 
Cain (R-Wash) of the subcom- 
mittee— a report sketching a grim 
outline of steps needed to prepare 
for possible mass disasters in the 
event of attack by A-bombs, hy- 
drogen super bombs, or germ war- 
fare. 


Some Of Problems 
Among the myriad problems 


confronting defense planners, the 
report noted such possibilities a; 
banning "many new establishment* 
in the Washington (D. C.) area,' 
scatering vital industries away 
from prime target areas, and as- 
sembling vast reserve supplies o 
fire-fighting and medical equip- 
meir . 


Chairman McMahon (D-Conn) 


of the joint Atomic committee con- 
tended his group should handle 
the defense studies because ol 
that committee's "intimate knowl- 
edge 
of atomic and 
hydrogen 


weapons."

the Senate subcommittee should 
have jurisdiction because it is 
clearly "a matter pertaining to the 
common defense generally" and 
"goes far beyond any considera- 
tions revolving solely around the 
atomic bomb."

Sedalians Must Help in the Census Count 


When a census enumerator calls and does not find a 


householder at home a card is left behind to be filled out and 
mailed to census1 headquarters for the purpose of setting up an 
appointment date. 


Many of these cards are being ignored by Sedaiians. As 


a result enumerators are not making contacts with hundreds of 
persons and families who should be included in tho census count. 


Every Sedalian should take a personal interest in being 


counted so that this community's population figure in the next 
ten years will be a sizeable increase over the 1940 figure of 
20,428. 


Since the war. the Chamber of Commerce and business men 


have been estimating Sedalia's population all the way irom 
25,000 to 30,000 There has been general acceptance of the mini- 
mum figure of 25,000. 


But judging from experiences of the enumerators up to date 


thev are encountering more call backs and lack of interest than 
anticipated. The major part oi" the count should be finished 
this week. 


It's time for Sedaiians to become concerned immediately 


about their 1950 population count. After the count is completed 
and recorded city-wide groans over a 21,000 figure will not 
increase the official record. 


If you are not at home when the enumerator calls, make 


an appointment by mailing in the card the enumerator leaves 
behind. THIS IS IMPORTANT NOW, not next week, when it 
may be too late.

Decide Texas 
Damage Suits 
For Plaintiffs 


Court Held Blast 
Was Due to 
Negligence 


HOUSTON, Tex., April 13. 


—Federal District Judge T. M. 
Kennerly entered an order today 
deciding the $200,000,000 Texas 
City disaster damage suits in fa- 
vor of the plaintiffs, it was an- 
nounced today 
by the 
federal 


district clerk's office. 


Trial of the suits, growing out 


of the disaster which devastated 
Texas City just three years ago 
Ihis 
week end, started before 


Judge Kennerly in Houston last 
April 25. 


Much technical testimony mark- 


ed the litigation, in which the 
claims of all the plaintiffs for 
deaths, injuries and physical dam- 
iges were combined. 


The plaintiffs maintained that 


the blast was due to the negligence 
of the U. S. government in en- 
orcement of safety regulations at 
the Texas city docks, where am- 
monium nitrate was being loaded. 


Blamed Steamship Companies 
The government 
blamed 
the 


steamship 
companies 
involved, 


ongshoie unions and stevedoring 
firms for the negligence in the 
disaster. 


The judge ruled specifically in 


the suits of Elizabeth H. Dalehite 
for $50,000, and of Henry Dale- 
hite, Jr., for $15,000. 


"I conclude that the plaintiffs 


are entitled to judgment," Judge 
Kennerly said in his opinion. 


He noted that the government 


employes handling the ammonium 
nitrate had been negligent, and 
that there had not been proper 
inspection and tests of the ferti- 
lizer although the employes were 
aware of the hazards. 


While Judge Kennerly singled 


out the Dalehite suits in his opin- 
ion, 
the ruling was extended to 


cover all the combination of suits 
filed as a result of the disaster. 


In alL there were 8.485 plaintiffs 


in the combination suit, including 
510 who sued on death claims, 588 
on personal injury and 5,987 for 
property damage.

not live under dictatorship. He said 
they will not have the patience 
of staying and living inside the 
iron curtain without seeing or 
rearing the true world. He stated 
hat he thought that either Tse- 
tung will change his mind, be- 
coming an Asiatic Tito at onev 
and just make a "non-surrender 
to each other" negotiation with 
the Nationalist government co- 
operating with the democratic na- 
:ions, especially the United States, 
to help China build up modern 
democratic nation and live peace- 
fully with the rest of the world 
or -there would be a bloody revo- 
ution for freedom and democracy.
